The Democratic State Convention lias 


done its work thoroughly aiid well. The 
State ticket was launched here this after- 
noon with a dignity and a force which 
sounds the keynote of a very earnest 
campaign, and in every material way the 
gathering of the delegates has been suc- 
cessful. An extraordinary amount of 
hard and profitable work has been done 
by the leaders'both in and out of the 
convention hall, and the result is satis- 
factory to an extent which politicians do 
not often arrive at. To-night the town 
is alive with an enthusiasm which yes- 
terday was only smouldering. 


The delegates assembled promptly at 


noon and when Chairman Wright rap- 
ped for order there were no empty seats 
in front of him and very few beliind him. 
The Grand Opera House was ablaze with 
bunting and a band played patriotic airs 
in the balcony. James L. Lanagan, of 
Luzerne, was elected to the chair on- 
motion of Hr. Read and he took the 
gavel, after making a clever little speech. 
The convention then adjourned for one 
hour while the committee on resolutions, 
of winch Clias. S. Duncan, Esq., of Get- 
tysburg, was one, made up their report. 


Upon the reassembling of the conven- 


tion ex-Congressman E. P. Gillespie, of 
Mercer county, was unanimously elected 
to preside over the future deliberations 
of the body, antl he made a short but 
vigorous speech from the platform. 


The convention w:ts called to order at 


2.30 o'clock when the committee on or- 
ganization reported E. P. Gillespie, of 
Mercer, for permanent chairman. The 
committee on contested seats reported 
that but one contest had been presented, 
that from the First legislative district 
from Allegheny county, but the commit- 
tee decided in favor of the sitting dele- 
gate. Chairman Gillespie was then in- 
troduced and in a few well chosen re- 
marks discussed the issues before the 
convention. 


The committee on resolutions was not 


ready to report and an effort was made 
to take another recess of about thirty 
minutes. Many were opposed to this, 
but nevertheless the convention adjourn- 
ed xmtil 3 o'clock. 


When the convention was called to 


order it was after 3 o'clock. Senator 
Herring, of Columbia county, chairman 
of the committee on resolutions, then 
presented the new rules which were 
drawn up and recommended to the con- 
vention by the state committee which 
met last evening. The rei>ort of the 
committee differed from that recom- 
mended by the state committee last 
evening, in that the old rule in which one 
delegate is allowed to the state conven- 
tion for every 1,000 votes instead of 
1,500. Several other changes were made. 


The nomination for treasurer was then 


in order. Mr. O'Doiinell, of Allegheny, 
arose and said at a caucus held this 
morning by the Allegheny county dele- 
gation upon a vote being taken W. W. 
Patrick, of Allegheny, received 19 j votes 
while Mr. Osbourn received but G!. He 
then nominated Mr. Patrick for State 
Treasurer. Tim. O'Leary, of Pittsburg, 
nominated Frank C. Osbourn, of Sewick- 
ley, for State Treasurer. The nomina- 
tion of Mr. Osbourn was seconded 
promptly by delegates from 
different 


parts of the state. Mr. Osbourn was 
nominated by a practically unanimous 
voted, Mr. Patrick receiving but 22 votes. 
Mr. Osbourn was then escorted to the 
platform and addressed the convention. 


Attorney General Ilensel then nomi- 


nated Judge Samuel Gustine Thompson 
for supreme justice, and James At. Beck, 
of Philadelphia,seconded the nomination. 
His nomination was made by acclama- 
tion, after which the convention ad- 
journed. 


The Platform. 


The following is the platform agreed 


to at the Democratic Convention: 


We, the representatives of the Demo- 


cratic part of Pennsylvania in conven- 
tion assembled, declare our unfaltering 
faith in the principles and leadership 
which gave victory to the Democratic 
party in 1892: control of both Houses of 
Congress, and made Grover Cleveland 
President for the second time. 


We declare anew our devotion to the 


fundamental principles of sound Democ- 
racy—taxation only for the purposes of 
government economically administered' 
honest money, the gold and silver coin- 
age of the Constitution; and an upright 
discharge of official duty. 


A Democratic administration le't $1 - 
000,000 000 surplus in the Federal Treas- 
ury. A liepulilican successor, in four 
years, converted this into a deficit of 
$30,000.000. We declare that the dis- 
turbed financial condition of the country 
has followed Republican administration 
and that business depression has resulted 
from vicious legislation, for which the 
Republican party is solely responsible. 
To correct and relieve these, a Demo- 
cratic President and a Democratic Con- 
gress are pledged and their efforts in 
that direction are entitled to the support 
of patriotic citizens, regardless of party. 


C LKVELAND INDORSED. 


We heartily indorse the administra- 


tion of President Cleveland and his 
Cabinet. We approve his recommenda- 
tion • to Congress of the repeal of the 
silver purchase clause of the Sherman 
act and we hail with satisfaction his as- 
surance that the vital cause of tariff re- 
form is mt to be abandoned nor its con- 
summation to be long postponed. A 
deficiency of nearly $40,000,000 in the 
annual revenue of the Federal Govern- 
ment is the direct result of the McKinlej 
tariff act and renders a prompt revision 
or the tariff absolutely necessary. 


We approve of the action of the House 


of Representatives iu voting so decisive- 
ly in favor of the repeal of the silver pur- 
chase law, and we call upon the United 
States Senators from Pennsylvania to 
give their support lo such legislation as 
may insure the prompt and uncondition- 
al repeal of that vicious law. 


We denounce the declaration made bv 


the Republican State Convention in 
favor of an enormous expansion of the 
currency as unwise, improvident and 
calculated to produce dangerous inflation 
of values, reckless speculation and dis- 
astrous consequences. We favor a cur- 
rency of gold and silver coin, Treasury 
and bank notes sufficient for the busi- 
ness needs of the country, but we insist 
that it shall at all times be kept at a 
parity of value. 


We rejoice in the generous benefac- 


tion of a grateful Republic to the soldiers 
and sailors who imperilled their lives for 


administraton of Governor Pattison and 
bis constitutional advisers. It has justi- 
fied the public confidence manifested by 
his election. His recommendations of 
salutary legislation, 
though 
largely 


ignored by a Republican Legislature, 
have had the support and favor of the 
people of the Commonwealth. His con- 
tinued and fearless exercise of the veto 
power to defeat unconstitutional, ill con- 
sidered and reckless legislation merits 
our unqualified commendation.

A Successful Celebration of the Capitol's 


Centennial.

WASHINQTON, Sept. 18.—Tlie weather 


to-day left nothing to be desired o£ suu, 
sky or atmosphere. Washington rose 
betimes to celebrate the centennial of the 
laying of the corner-stone of the Capitol, 
and although noon was fixed as the time 
for the moving of the procession, the 
morning was filled with the preparations, 
and a acore of small processions moved 
in various sections of the city, or came 
from the steamboat landings or the rail- 
way depots, so that most of the streets 
were gayer from 8 to 12 o'clock than they 
were after the line had formed and mov- 
ed. The earliest event of interest was 
the centennial chime concert upon the 
fourteen bells loaned by the McShane 
foundry, of Baltimore, and placed on the 
unfinished National Library Building 
opposite the east front of the Capitol. 
There at 9 o'clock the music in the uir 
began under the trained hands of Prof. 
Paul Stofer, of St. Alphonsus' Church, 
Baltimore, and Prof. J. 11. Gibson, of 
the Metropolitan Church. 


The parade formed on the streets about 


the White House. The organizations 
began assembling soon after 11 o'clock, 
and for the next two hours the scene pre- 
sented was one of the liveliest animation. 


Marshals and aides were galloping in 


every direction, troops were marching 
and counter-marching, while the echoes 
fairly rang with the sound of martial 
music from brass bands and life and 
drum corps. 


The squadron of cavalry that was to 


form the immediate military escort to 
the President arrived from Port Myer 
and were drawn up in line on the west 
side of Pennsylvania avenue, facing the 
«lute House. The crowd of spectators 
had by this time became enormous and

McKinley s Pilgrimage In Ohio. 
Governor McKinley, in beginning his 


pilgrimage for re-election at Akron, 
Ohio, indicated the new Republican plan 
of campaign. It is well for Democrats 
to study it. Ohio holds all that is most 
virile and potent in the leadership of the 
Republican party 
to-day outside of 


Maine. In New York Republicanism is 
moribund. The party of Conkling and 
Arthur is absolutely without a single 
great leader in the Empire State. In 
New England there is not a Republican 
chieftain left of first-class national cali- 
ber except Reed, of Maine; and Reed, 
for a variety of reasons, cannot hope to 
appropriate the mantle of Blaine.

The World's Fair. 


A FEW NOTES OF OTJB BKIEF VISIT TO 


THIS OKAXD EXPOSITION. 


All attempts at description of the 


great World's Kidr, ''White Cil)," on 
Jackson Park, Chicago, cannot but fall 
far short of what it really is. It must 
be seen to be appreciated. The 664 acres 
upon which are erected the magnificent 
buildings containing the best productions 
of all the nations of earth, contain too 
much for any one to see. let alone de- 
scribe. !f the visitor would spend but 
two minutes oa each exhibit within this 
enclosure it would take thirty-two years 
to accomplish the task. In the art pal- 
ace one minute to each picture or statue 
would require six months of work. Thus 
it is in all the grand buildings, and yet a 
week of sight-seeing done with system 
goes very far toward seeing the leading 
features. In spending this amount of 
time we took in most of the great show 
by the aid of maps and guide-books (the 
best map being that of Band, McNally 
& Co., and the best guide-books those 
sold on the ground by boys dressed in 
red.) 


The lo.v fares and fast trains given by 


the railioails bring the Fair within the 
reach of most people, aud the time and 
money needed will never be regretted. 
Boarding and loiiging can be had to suit 
any purse. In locating a stopping place 
it is advisable to be as near the grounds 
as possible, and that whole section is 
crowded \\ith hotels, boarding houses, 
•Vc, The suburban trains of the Illinois 
Central, also electric and cable cars and 
an elevated road rapidly carry people 
from all parts of the city to Stony Island 
Avenue, the busy thoroughfare on one 
side of which are entrance gates, and 
on the other a motley aggregation of 
hotels, eating houses, fakirs, Arc. 


Entering the grounds for the first time 


at the 64th street gate, the grand dome 


Crossing through the Children's build- 


ing, where two large rooms are devoted 
to children who are too troublesome to 
take along and are checked, and left in 
the hands of trained nurses who feed and 
care for the youngsters, we reach the 
Women's building, 199 by 38S feet, with 
its wealth of needle and other artistis 
work by women, notably that of Queen 
Victoria. 


The TJ. S. Government building, with 


an area of 33 acres at a cost of $400,000, 
shows in well arranged groups all the 
departments of the government, especi- 
ally interesting being those of the Treas- 
ury and War Departments. 
Xot far 


from the building is the brick model of 
the battle ship Illinois. An inspection 
of its interior well repays the sight-seer. 
Quite near it is the frail bark on which 
a party of Norwegian sailors crossed the 
Atlantic. 


Directly in front of the Government 


building is Fisheries, with everything 
pertaining to this line of business. The 
extreme length of the structure is 1,100 
feet, and the widtli 200. (Jolonades con- 
nect the central part with two circular 
annexes, the one on the north side hav- 
ing immense glass tanks filled with sea 
water and which contain many rare 
fishes and other denizens of the deep. 
We found this the most crowded build- 
ing on the grounds. 


Crossing one of the many bridges from 


this island, we reach the Illinois building, 
the largest of the many State structures. 
Passing through it, we reach the Cali- 
fornia building, and admire the richness 
of the productions of that wonderful 
State, only to be more surprised by the 
exhibitions of Colorado and Washing- 
ton. All the Northwestern States show

program by doing only a portion at a 
time, and making several visits.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22,1893. 


Editor of Compiler: The humiliation 


of Tom Heed and bis lieutenant, Bur- 
rows, of Michigan, when they learned 
that the Democrats of the House pro- 
posed to put an effectual quietus upon 
Republican fillibustering against the re- 
porting of the Tucker bill for the repeal 
of all laws authorizing the presence of

Several times this week the Senate has 


aroused public expectation by appearing 
to be on the eve of the final contest over 
the Voorhees repeal bill, but the end is 
not yet. Senator Mills, of Texas, made 
one ot the strongest speeches of the 
week, in favor of repeal; Senator Voor- 
hees made a characteristic explanation 
of his position, in answer to criticisms 
because be has not forced a vote, calling 
the attention of the country to the fact 
that it is simply impossible to force a 
vote under the present rules of the Sen- 
ate, rules which have not been material- 
ly changed for more than eighty years 
and the Republican Senators, for anrf 
against the bill, had a rugular monkey 
and parrot time among themselves. It 
is expected that the attompt to reach a 
vote by means of a continuous session of 
the Senate will be made in a few days 
(the daily sittings have already been 
lengthened) and if that fails the bill will 
either have to be abandoned or a com- 
promise reached by concessions on both 
sides be adopted. President Cleveland 
is still confident that the bill can be 
passed and for that reason declines to 
consider anything in the -ihape of a com- 
promise. 


In nominating William B. llorablow- 
er, of New York, to succeed to the va- 
cancy in the Supreme Court left by the 
death of Justice Blatchford, and J. J. 
Van Alen, of Rhode Island, to be Am- 
bassador to Italy, President Cleveland 
sprung a double surprise on the politi- 
cians.

HEIST SENTENCED. 


TO PAY THE 
DEATH PENALTY. 


The Murderer of Emanuel Monn Refused 


a New Trial 


The argument on the moliou for a new 


trial in the Heist murder ea-e was henrd on 
Wednesday. Geo. J. B*uuer, Etq., made a 
strong and able argument in favor of the 
motion. He contended that the three im- 
portant points of the case were the wooode 
on the head and throat, (he shavings found 
at the cabin and the stone with blood on it 
midway VIween the shanty and the grave, 
and that the evidence of the Commonwealth 
was not sitti-irutly s'rona to p.ove these 
point* and support a verdict upon Ihom. 


District Attorney Uuiican argued earnest- 


ly against pr-nting a new trial and said the 
defendant hart a fair, impartial trial and 
was properly <oovic!ed on the evidence. 


The Court immediately delivered an ex- 


haustive opinion in which Ibe points pre- 
seulftl l>y the motion were carefully cou- 
Hidered. The law apll cable to the facts 
was reviewed, and the conclusion reached by 
the Court was that the evidence fully sus- 
tained the verdict ot guilty, and that 
nothing occnred during the trial of which 
the prisoner could justly complain. 


Judge McClean in addiessing Heist said : 
"Yon have led an evil life; you have 


been pn f me, duel, and diahoi-est. Yon 
have occupied a lelou'scell in the Penilen- 
tiary. Y >n have not regarded mau nor 
feared God bnt have trampled upon the 
laws of both. Yon went on in the course 
of wickedness and in the service ol the 
devil, until yon reached the lo»eat deplh 
in taking the 'ife of your companion, who 
had not injured you ; when lust seen he wan 
happy and amusing himself with innocent 
enjoyment. 
Yon strnck him down sndtlen- 


ly with feiri'ul blows, and to make sure of 
your bloody work cut his throat, Beveriug 
his windpipe, hringinghis soul into eternity, 
without warning, to meet his God.

—Robert Smith, the negro who assaulted 
Mrs. Henry Bishop yesterday, and to save 
whose life a nnmbar of citizens were shot, 
paid the penalty of his crime shortly before 
5 o'clock this morning. 


While J. Allen Watts, Judge Woods and 


others were addressing the crowd, Sergeant 
Gnffi.], with two officers, took the negro 
from the jail and spirited him ont of town. 
They earned him across the river into the 
woods, but towards daylight they were 
uotmed that squads of men were scouring 
the adjacent country. They thought it 
oest to bring their prisoner back to town 
and place him in, j.,,l. They were proceed- 
ing to the jail when a squad of men twenty 
in number rushed upon them and t.wk the 
pusoner. With shouts and >e,Ia the de- 
termined men took the neg.ro to the nearest 
tree. He was hanged to a hickory limb 
and his body rjddled with bullets and horril 
bly mangled. It was all over by 5 o'clock 
and the small body oT men who bad done 
their work well bad dispersed when newsot 
the lynching spread. 
Coroner Gtay and a 


jury repaired early to the scene of the 
lynching, and after viewing the body of the 
dead man rendered a verdict that the negro 
came to his death at the hands of persons 
unknown to them. 


As a result of the armed conflict last 


night between the authorities and the mob 
who attempted to force the doors oi the 
J ill, eight men are dead and twenty-six ar 
wonuded, some of them fatally. 


After the smoke of battle'had cleared 


away fears for the salety of Mayor Trout 
and the determined men with him were 
Ireely expressed hy their friends, as the 
indignation of the mob seemed especially 
directed towards him and the soldiers.

All Around the Farm. 


Too much attention cannot be called 


to the saving of corn fodder at the 
present time. Frost will soon be here, 
and the fodder should be cut and ready 
for storage. Valuable experiments hare 
been made in order to convince farmers 
of the importance of utilizing every por- 
tion of the plant instead of the leaves 
only, as even the stalks and husks are 
suitable as food. The experiments of 
the Maryland Agricultural Experiment 
Station show that all parts of the corn 
plant contain valuable food materials, 
the dry matter being nearly of the 
same proportion, the stalks and husks 
containing 60 per cent, of the total di- 
gestible matter produced, while the 
blades contain 11 per cent, of the total. 
Th|s is directly contrary to the belief 
of the majority of farmers, who have 
always attached a greater value to the 
leaves than to the husks or butts of the 
stalks. 
— 


SOMEBODY bad to plant trees for the 


present generation, and it must be done 
for the next. If the prospect of a crop 
is remote there is at least something 
gained at present in the increased value 
of the farm that contains a young and 
growing orchard. 


ENDEAVORING to keep too many ani- 


mals where they cannot be made com- 
fortable for room is one of the leaks 
on the farm. It is more profitable to 
adapt the stock to the farm than to 
attempt to adapt the farm to the stock. 


THE first beginning in teaching the 


boy to prefer fanning is to get him in- 
terested. Give him a few bantam fowls, 
and allow him to manage the Hock and 
have the proceeds. He will be pleased 
with them as pets, and as he becomes 
larger he will gradually take an interest 
in other stock, especially if he is permit- 
ted to grow the food for his pets on a 
small plot of ground. 


THE keeping of apples during the 


winter largely depends on the mode of 
handling them when they are harvested. 
Apples that have fallen to the ground 
have become bruised to some extent, 
and will sooner or later begin to de- 
cay. Such apples should be made into 
cider, for vinegar, without delay. Ap- 
ples that are to be stored should 
be picked from .the tree and handled 
carefully, so as not to permit of the 
slightest injury to a single one, it being 
well-known that where one rotten apple 
is in the barrel the others are liable 
to rot sooner than if all are sound. 


SKIM milk as food for young stock 


differs from whole milk only in its pro- 
portion of fat. The nitrogen and min- 
eral matter remains. Milk is skimmed 
in order to remove the fat (cream), and 
when fed to pigs or calves it should 
have some substance added to it which 
restores the fat, and for this purpose 
linseed meal has been used satisfactorily, 
and when the skim milk is fed it should 
be lukewarm, or about the temperature 
of milk when it has just been drawn 
from the udder. 
— 


GOOD farming includes many things 


besides the raising of large croi»s and 
fine stock. It includes good fences, 
good gates, drained land, dean fields, 
buildings adapted to their purpose, and 
some attention to beautifying the home. 
Indeed many of these lay right at the 
foundation of good farming. 


AN old stockman says that sheep 


that are put on fresh clover or rape, 
especially if it be damp, often become 
bloated. It is good practice to allow 
them short sta>s at first while the fod- 
der is dry. 
— 


POULTRY is nutritious and easily di- 


gested, and for these reasons the farmer 
who grows it should reserve a good sup- 
ply for bis own table. He can afford 
the best as well as anybody. If he goes 
wholly on the principle of saving by 
confining his meat diet to salt pork, it 
is ten to one that he loses more through 
inactivity of his mind because of this 
indigestible diet tlian lie saves by its 
decreased cost. 


Do not forget when holding grain 


back for higher prices that it shrinks 
with age and that what is gained iu one 
direction may be lost in another. 


GOOD straw is always worth taking 


care of. Bye straw is the only sort that 
that we should advise selling off the 
farm, and that only because the price 
obtainable will usually enable one to 
buy some fertilizing material to effect 
the loss occasioned by removing straw. 
But oats and wheat straw will pay 
better to use at home, in feeding or 
bedding, or both.

Pear Recipes. 


Pears.—Make a syrup, using 


six pounds of light brown sugar and 
one quart of cider vinegar. Veel the 
pears nicely, leaving the stems on; leave 
the pears whole and steam until tender; 
have the syrup hot; put them iuto the 
syrup for three minutes, skim out and 
put into two-quart jars, ixnir syrup over 
them and fill the jars full, then screw 
the covers on. Allow live teaspoons of 
ground cinnamou, put in two bugs and 
cook in the syrup. 


A Itelkinus J)ish of Pairs.—Ingre- 


dients: Six large Iwking pears, half 
pound of sugar, quarter of a pint of 
wine, eight whole cloves, halt a lemon, 
half ounce of gelatine. Peel the pears 
and cut them in quarters. Put them 
in a shallow dish with sugar, cloves and 
water enough to cover them. Stew in 
the oven till tender, but not broken. 
Take the pears from the liquor, and put 
them in a dish for the table. To half 
a pint of the liquor add the gelatine, 
juice and grated rind of lemon and 
wine. Let these ingredients boil quick- 
ly for five minutes, strain the liquid 
warm over the pears and set them in a 
cool place. When cool serve on a glass 
dish. A few drops of cochineal may 
be added to the jelly to improve its 
color. 
— 


Apple and Pear Marmalade.—Take 


equal quantities of such apples and 
pears as will cook well-together, and 
to each pound when pared and cored 
add three-quarters of a pound of pre- 
serving sugar. Cook over a slow fire, 
continually stirring until the fruit is 
quite soft. Store in the usual way. 


Pear Jam.—To six pounds of pears 


put four pounds of sugar. Put the pears 
fa a saucepan or kettle with a little 
water to cover them. Set over the fire 
until the fruit fa soft, then add the sugar 
and cook as other jam.

Uses of Tomatoes. 


Xo other vegetable, except the potato, 


is so generally liked, or can be served in 
so many attractive, appetizing and 
wholesome ways as the tomato; and in 
tliat it may be deliciously served with- 
out cooking it excels even that favorite 
tuber. 


Tomatoes that are to be served raw 


should be pared as any other fruit is, 
nmr scalded. They should then be 
placed on ice, set on the cellar floor, 
hung in a well, or by some other means 
made as cold as possible. Unless in the 
home, where one understands individual 
tastes and preferences, they should be 
served without seasoning. 
Vinegar, 


lemon juice, sugar, salt and pepper arc 
the condiments of tenest used, but onion, 
horseradish, lemon and other flavored 
vinegars are delicious. 


Tomato Salad.—Properly made and 


seasoned, tomato salad is a delight. 
Select firm, ripe fruit of uniform size; 
pare nicely, without scalding, and place 
immediately on ice. When it ia nearly 
time to serve, cut a large slice from the 
stem end, and with a teaspoon carefully 
take out the seed and core. Place each 
tomato on a crisp lettuce leaf, fill with 
mayonnaise dressing, and keep on ice 
until ready to serve. For the dressing 
provide the yelks o£ two eggs, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one of white pepper, 
one of sugar, a pinch of cayenne, two 
tablespoonfuls of vinegar, or one of 
vinegar and one of lemon juice, and 
half a pint o( oil. With cold ingredients 
and utensils, a delicious dressing may 
may be quickly and easily made in the 
following way: Set the bowl (a deep 
rather than large one) in a pan of crack- 
ed ice or cold water, and with an egg- 
beater beat the yelks thorougly; then 
add the salt, sugar, pepper and cayenne, 
and beat until the whole is smooth and 
very light. Take out the beater, and 
with a silver fork or wooden ladle, beat- 
ing always in one direction, add the oil 
by degrees, a tablespoonful at once. 
AVlien the mixture begins to thicken, 
add a little vinegar, and alternate in 
this way until both have been used. 
Many persons think twenty drops of 
ouion juice a decided addition to the 
dressing, but unless one is sure it had 
better be omitted. 


Tomato Snuce.—Pare, slice and stew 


enough ripe tomatoes to make one 
quart. Put two heaping tablespoonfuls 
of butter in a frying-pan, add two slices 
of a medium-sized onion, stir constantly 
until it browns, add two tablespoonfuls 
of dry flour, and stir smooth. Season 
the tomatoes with salt, pepper and a 
little sugar: stir the prepared thicken- 
ing, 
and cook three minutes, stirring 


constantly. Strain through a fine sieve, 
and serve with hot roasts, broils or cold 
meat. If the flavor of cloves is relished, 
half a do?en may be added when the 
fruit is stewing, 


Ktvffed 
Tomatoes.—Select large, firm, 


ripe fruit, and with a sharp knife cut a 
deep piece from the stem end of each. 
With a teaspoon carefully remove the 
seeds, leaving a firm shell. Make a 
simple forcemeat, or season as you 
choose with parsley, onion, tarragon-or 
fried minced onion, Sausage meat, 
cold veal or ham chopped fine and mixed 
with salad oil, mustard, salt, &c., may 
le used for stuffing, if preferred. But 
whatever you use, fill the tomatoes and 
place them side by side in a buttered 
tin1 Sift bread crumbs thickly over the 
top, dot it with bits of butter, and one 
in each tomato, and bake thirty minutes. 


Hey" with Tom'ilDcs.—Trim and 
tie 


up, but do not skewer, a nice five-pound 
pot-roast or beef. Put a generous al- 
lowance of beef drippings; or suet in a 
Scotch bowl, rub the roast well with 
bread crumbs, and brown nicely on both 
sides; then add boiling %vater, cover 
closely and simmer until tender. Re- 
move the cover, lay pared tomatoes 
around the beef, and simmer forty min- 
utes. Season with salt aud pepper, and 
:is it cooks down, dredge the roast 
occasionally with flour and turn it over. 
Strain the gravy and serve hot. 


Chklui with Tomiilijis.—l'ut a piece 


of butter as large as an egg in a sauce- 
pan, and when it is hot, add two small 
onions and three pared tomatoes sliced 
thinly aud fry for ten minutes. Then 
add two tender chickens cut up as for a 
fricassee, and rubbed with salt and 
sifted bread crumbs; nearly cover with 
hot water and let them cook slowly 
until half done; then add a pint of pota- 
toes pared and cut in dice.—Jfalliarine

Chemical Dishorning. 


Prof. I. P. Roberts, of Cornell Uni- 


versity, gives the following directions for 
for what, after carefully experimenting, 
he considers "by far the easiest, most 
humane and most certain method of 
securing hornless cattle." This is the 
use of caustic potash, which may be had 
at any drug store in the form of round 
sticks about the size of a lead pencil, and 
should be kept from exposure to the air, 
as it rapidly absorbs moisture. The 
directions are: 


The best time to apply is early in the 


lite ot the animal, just as soon as the 
little horns can be distinguished by the 
touch. The hair should be closely clip- 
ped from the skin and the little horn wet 
with water to which soap or a few drops 
of ammonia have been added to dfssolve 
the oily secretion of the skin, so that the 
potash will more readily adhere to the 
surface of the horn. Care must be 
taken not to moisten the skin except on 
the horn where the potash ia to be ap- 
plied. One end of a stick of caustic 
potash is dipped in water, until it is 
slightly softened. It is then rubbed on 
the moistened surface of the little horn. 
1 his operation is repeated from five to 
eight times, until the surface of the 
horn becomes slightly sensative. The 
whole operation need take only a few 
minutes and the calf is apparently insen- 
sible to it. A slight scab forms over 
the surface of the budding horn and 
drops off in the course of a month a six 
weeks, leaving a perfectly smooth poll. 
Ao inflammation or suppuration has 
taken place in any of the trials we have 
made. The results of these experiments 
warrant the following recommenda- 
tions : 


1. That for efficiency, cheapness, and 


ease of application, stick caustic potash 
can be safely recomended for preventing 
the growth of horns. 


2. The earlier the application is made 


in the life of the calf, the better.
